After investigating the paper, the 
fingerprints on the note and the type- 
writer, the FBI concluded that “no in- 
vestigation concerning this letter is 
deemed advisable.” 

Another 1976 tip that seemed more 
serious apparently got short shrift. It 
came from James E. Beaird of Apache 
Junction, Ariz., who told an FBI agent 
in a June 7, 1976, interview that he 
knew Jack Ruby was running guns to 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro. 

The only response in the files re- 
viewed yesterday, however, was to 
note that, according to Dallas FBI 
files, Ruby had made only one trip to 
Cuba, in August, 1959, At the invita- 
tion of L.C. McWillie, a gambler and 
friend.
